Students Gain 
Boo k Pr ofits 

To Start Rebate System 
For Book Store 



This year for the first time, 
students will share directly In the 
profits of the McGIll University 
Dook Store. 

Under tho now rebate plan, 
drafted by n committee of the 
Students' Exocutlvo Council head- 
ed by Bob Paulette, and approved 
over the summer by the S.E.C. 
and University authorities, pro- 
fits will bo divided among the 
students according to the amounts 
they have purchased. Tho plan 
is to be glaen a two year trial, 
unless cut short at tho end of 
this year by tho S.E.C. 

This means, in effect, that If 
the Bookstoro profits come to 5% 
< of gross Income, each student will 
be refunded 6% of the amount

The machinery of the new 
system will begin operating 
on the first day of Registra- 
tion, when nil students will 
bo Riven nn envelope In 
whlrh to keep their Book- 
store receipts. Tills envelope, 
will he handed In to the Book- 
store between March 1 and 
May 15, with the total pur- 
chases marked on the out- 
side, together with the name, 
forwarding address, and cour- 
se of the student marked on 
the outside. 

Eligible for rebates, will be: all 
full-time students in degree or di- 
ploma courses, all partial students 
who have been at least one full 
year, and all McGill staff mem- 
berg. 

Once over-all profits have been 
figured out, two Independent out- 
side auditors will audit tho sales 
slips, and cheques will be sent as 
soon as possible to cover valid 
claims. 

All unclaimed profits will he 
turned over to the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council to use as they see 
fit. In previous years, this Is what 
was done with all Bookstore pro- 
fits, and the money was used on 
specific projects such as tho Now 
Union.

All of these will bo on call 
from the main booth of the Cos- 
mopolitan Club throughout today's 
Registration. Among them they 
will handle the difficulties of any 
Lithuanian, Hungarian, French, 
Spanish, or Greek students. 

In the Rooms Registry as well, 
as they have been doing in the 
last few days, club members will 
be around to offer translations 
and advice to new-comera to Mc- 
Gill and Canada. 



are filled out, and a long Ilne-up 
J for turning them In. These form? 
Includo fee account sheets, general 
registration forms, and course re- 
gistration forms. 

In Engineering, the only prob- 
lem Is in choosing which subject 
to take of the four électives: Ger- 
man, Geography. Biology and His- 
tory. Timetable conflicts have been 
eliminated by the Faculty. They 
do stress, however, that their work 
is much easier If Freshmen know 
beforehand which course they In- 
tend to choose, and stick to their 
decision. Course changes, though 
possible, make necessary the re- 
arrangement of sections. 

For the rest of the freshmen, 
the situation Is a bit more compli- 
cated, and courses must be plann- 
ed with the aid of a timetable. 
These will be issued to all stud- 
ents, but they should also check 
with the revised timetable posted 
in tho center of the Gym, accord- 
ing to Professor J. H. Dales, who 
Is in charge. 

In both the Gym and the En- 
gineering Building, the Accounts 
Offlco for the first time will have 
a Cashier's Desk, where foes may 
bo paid. If paid here, however, 
they must be by cheque, and for 
the exact amount. Otherwise, they 
can be paid at Dawson Hall. 

And don't take It nmlss when 
each of your forms Is double- 
checked before you are allowed 
to hand It In. The addition on the 
fee account sheets Is often such 
as to cause considerable pain to 
the Mathematics Department, and 
other mistakes are not unknown.

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Why Are 

There seems to be a general idea 
among young people entering University 
that they are here to have fun. The ex- 
act nature of this attainment does not 
usually center around what we could call 
•mental fun.' It usually involves various 
forms of puerile behaviour that have 
given the university student, the repu- 
tation of a loud, reckless, and rather 
dissipated character with a, smattering 
of knowledge which he brandishes about 
.vociferously, 'pompously assuming that 
he has the answers to all the questions. 
There are many and just replies to this 
criticism; mainly that students are 
Jroung and should get the explosiveness 
out of their systems. 

However, there is no excuse for the 
mental sterility that is so much in evi- 
dence in the make-up of the student of 
today. In the past, students were jis 
loud, reckless and dissipated as their 
present counterparts — if not more so — 
but they had an intellectual energy 
which now we can seldom find. 

We are forced to ask ourselves what 
is the matter with the student of 1053. 
One of the main factors, we find, is the 
general attitude towards the purpose of 
a university education. Whereas in the 
past, men and women came to learn 
something and think about it, attempt- 
ing to understand the intricate maze of 
human experience and thought, today 
they come to sap up a few facts, regurg- 
itate them at exams, receive a degree, 
and promptly forget all they have heard 
in the lecture room. 

But why? This altitude seems — 
among other things — a waste of 
time. If we are to be just and realistic 
ytc must mention various categories. 

Some students come to university 
merely for a professional education, or 
to put it more simply, to learn a trade. 
These students like to believe themsel- 
ves too busy to do anything other than 
•learn their material and relax by read-

ing comic books and drinking beer. 
Others feel that four years at a Uni- 
versity of good reputation is a social 
asset — it will help them to get better 
paying jobs. To these students a de- 
gree is an investment; they pay their 
fAs, pass their exams and for it recei- 
ve a degree backed by the good reputa- 
tion of the university, four years of 
relative leisure, some good 'contacts' 
and a lot of 'fun.' Under this category 
too are some women students who come 
to college for what has cynically been 
called a 'Wcducalion.' Then there is the 
'love-stricken' students who fall in love 
with a special field of study and who 
bury themselves in their studies and 
forget everything else. Some of these 
can be classified under the sub-heading 
of 'ostrich students.' 

All of these like to look at the world 
around them in as brief a glance as 
they can afford. Attempts to under- 
stand and weigh in their proper light 
the various problems confronting the 
world today are quickly dismissed as too 
strenuous mental exercise. 

It all has the makings of a terrify- 
ing tragedy. In a world where scientific 
achievements have immesurably increas- 
ed the complexity of human relation- 
ships, and situations can no longer be 
viewed in the simple spectrum of good 
and evil, there is more need than ever 
for men and women with minds well 
exercised in clear and unbiased think- 
ing with a good concept of proportion. 

The only institution that has the 
means of producing these people is the 
university. The problem is there; it is 
up to the student to realize the magni- 
tude of the challenge confronting hu- 
manity. 

What about you, freshmen — arc 
you willing to take up the load or arc 
you too interested in your own petty 
futures ?

As they will discover shortly after 
registration, the incoming freshmen are 
annually the rather perplexed recipients 
of a good deal of advice.

First and fore- 
most* is the wealth of human«experienee 
offered for appraisal by the courses in 
the aacdemic field of study. On this 
point we need hardly dwell. But also 
available to the college student are the 
various extracurricular activities cover- 
ing wide ranges of interests.

33iblyj is the most important repons- 
ibiiity of a university — to provoke its 
members to thought. The banc of socie- 
ty, today is, perhaps, the lack of thought 
among its people. Every year, or so it 
.sometimes seems, sees more conforming 
to the average, to what 'is done.' While 
in some field of endeavour man forges 
ahead at an alarming pace, in others 
he lags behind, dangerously so, for these 
are essential to the proper usage of the 
first. 

At college, the young citizen, while 
mature enough to* observe what is 
around him, is nevertheless not so old 
as to fail to notice the glaring imper- 
fections in what he sees. And bis chance 
to compare notes, exchange and stimul- 
ate ideas is the best assurance that be 
will try to change his world before age 
and conservatism set in. 

Vet one can merely lead a horse to 
water, and a university education can 
merely place the means at our disposal. 
Freshman and others must strive vigor- 
ously to use them. Par Praemium labori, 
as the work so the reward.

who works one night a week. His 
position ranges anywhere from 
cub reporter to desk editor. He 
loos not, whon ho begins, require 
any special qualification, except 
perhaps, a rudimentary knowled- 
ge of spoiling. 

Tlireo Departments 
Ho is n member of ono of tho 
three main departments: nows, 
features, or sports. (This Is a 
fcaturo nrtlclo.) As such, he Is 
ono of n staff of roportors and 
writers assigned to gather mater- 
ial for a certain section of tho 
paper. 

He works under a staff of od- 
Hors who can show up to four 
years exj irlenco In Journalism. 

The mt\ behind tho nows usual- 
ly begins n cub reporter. 

He writes heads nnd rewrites 
small nows stories. Eventually ho 
bocomcs a reportor and Is sont 
out on assignments. 

His byline begins to appear nt 
tho hoad of his articles. If ho 
is In foaturcs, ho may bo sent to 
rcvlow morion and plays; If in 
sports ho begins to "cover the 
teams." 

The desk editors begin to teach 
him how to "put out the page." 
Ho is soon promoted to tho po- 
sition of desk editor, and Is res 
ponslblo for nt least one page 
of Tho Dally ovory week. The Job 
of handing out nsslgmonts, plan- 
ning tho page, and putting the 
pnper to bod at Verdun Printing 
nnd Publishing Inc., Is now bis. 

Ills nex. promotion will bo to 
tho staff of . tnlor editors. 

Tho senior editors nro n class 
of men apart. Hard-bitten vete- 
rans of a thousand lottcrs-to-the- 
cdltor, and hundreds of spelling 
bees with the English department, 
they stand responsible tor the 
work of their department. At 
times they can be surprisingly 
human — ask any freshette re- 
porter. 

Managing Hoard 
The final authority and direct- 
ion of the Dally rests with the 
managing board, a triumvirate 
whoso members have risen from 
the ranks. The managing board 
consists of an Editor-in-chief, a 
Managing Editor, and one other 
member. (This year, the third 
man Is the News Editor.) 

Hp much for the man behind 
tho news. The news itself Is 
' rnmpus-wldc, clty-wlde, and, nt 
times, world-wide. Syndicated, 
articles, wlrw .service, nnd the 
Canadian University Press, 
better known as CUP, help to 
extend the paper's coverage. 

In what way Is Tho Dally the 
best fratornlty on tho campus? A 
friendly rivalry exists between 
tho various departments and spi- 
rit Is rampant. Staffers actually 
have fun at the office and horse- 
play has boon officially syndicat- 
ed. Social life has advanced to the 
extent that staffers have been 
forced to create their own unof- 
ficial "Allen Award for Bravery." 
Press Club 
From time to time, the Press 
Club (composed of staffers) holds 
a party In the Union. At these 
parties, staffers can and do run 
rampant. 

On the subject of history, (he 
paper can look back to a long 
line of tradition. As the oldest 
college daily newspaper In the 
British Comomhwoalth, The Daily 
has certain standards which must 



bo adhered to. Reporting must nt 
all limes bo accurate. Style, while 
original nnd Interesting, must be 
mature and sensible. 

In tho pnst, tho paper has been 
known to board n piano for an 
oxcluslvo nlrborno Intorvlew with 
Barbara Ann Scott. It has also 
been known to scoop the other 
Montreal papers. 

Two years ago, nn expose of 



freshman Intelligence succeeded 
In raising oyobrows all over tho 
country and brought comment 
from Tlmo Magazine. 

Such fnmouB names as fiorald 
Clark, Lionel Shapiro, and Clyde 
Kennedy were Introduced to their 
first rehash at Tho Dally. These 
cases, however, aro tho exception.

In addition to these things, however, you will 
find being offered here a large variety of new subjects, membership in many campus 
clubs and societies, and access to some of the most modern and complete athletic facili- 
ties in Canada.

As new women students, you 
are, on payment of your fees, 
automatically members of the 
McGlll Women Studonts Athletic 
Association. As such, you are able 
to tako advantage of two large 
gyms, n rifle range, squash 
courts, a swimming pool, arch- 
cry courts, fencing room, skating 
rink, and tennis courts. 

13 Athletic Clubs 

There are 13 nthletic clubs on 
tho campus, with athletic com- 
petition taking place on three 
levels In a great many of them. 
The highest level Is Inter-collog- 
cte. McGlll co-eds compete 
agalnBt teams from several other 
Canadian universities, bucIi as To- 
ronto, and Queens, as well ns 
some American colleges. Last 
year, with the exception of the 
McGlll skiing team, which captur- 
ed all of Its lntcr-colleglate meets, 
McGlll did not take any cham- 
pionships, but did succeed In prov- 
iding stiff competition and mak- 
ing some very close seconds. 

Tho intcr-clty leagues form the 
second type or competition. Mc- 
Glll, Sir George Williams, and 
several other teams throughout 
the city sponsor round robin and 
other types of play, with cups 
going to the winning squads. Last 
year, the McGlll Iteds, plnyin 
excellent ball, shot and passed 
their way to first place In the 
loop. Their sister Learn, the Whl 



tes, placed a very closo second, 
making McGlll sweep the league. 
Lnrge Intramural Set-up 
In addition to these two forms 
of competition, thcro Is an cx- 
tcnslvo lntra-raural set-up, In 
which tho majority of girls on 
the cnmpUB tako part. Tho em- 
phusls here Is on enjoyment and 
relaxation for tho co-eds, not on 
skill. Tho basis of tho program 
Is Intor-faculty competition, with 
the winning squad declared the 
University champion for tho year. 

Aside from this regular athletic 
program, Interest clnsses are con- 
ducted during tho year. Courses 
In such popular recreational act- 
ivities such as golf and howling 
are given, with well-known pro- 
fessionals bending the list of In- 
structors. A water show, featur- 
ing synchronized swimming and 
diving, Is also held at the end of 
March. 

Functioning Bodies 

The body that co-ordinates all 
these activities for tho co-eds Is 
the McGlll Women Students Ath- 
letic Association, or MWSAA. The 
MWSAA Council, consisting of a 
president, secretary, treasurer, 
faculty advisor, the'- "managers of 
the 13 athletic clubs, nnd a pub- 
licity manager, is elected yearly 
in March, and holds office for 
one year. This Council meets 
every two weeks, organizing and 
managing athletics for all women 



students. 

Tho Women's Athletic Board 
consists of members of the staff, 
along with several student repres- 
entatives. This board acts In an 
advisory capacity, with Jurisdic- 
tion over matters of policy. 

Froshottes should take full ad- 
vantage of these oxtcnslvc nthle- 
tic facilities, In order to get tho 
most out of their college life. 
They should either contact the 
managers of tho clubs, wlvo.se 
names and telephone numbers 
they will find listed In tho hand- 
book, or sign up for various act- 
ivities at ,thc Women's Athletic 
Preview, which will bo held very 
shortly. They should also watch 
both Tho Dally and tho ItVC not- 
ice boards for notice of forth- 
coming athletic events.
